Srr,—I have the honour to present the Annual Report of the Vital 
Statistics for the year 1888, this being the Twenty-ninth Report on the Registration 
of Births, Marriages, and Deaths published in Queensland. 

The Tables in Appendix A, carefully prepared from records in my office, 
contain, in a voluminous form, detailed information in connection with Births, 
Marriages, and Deaths registered in this Colony during the year 1888, and are 
arranged so as to give the fullest exposition on the subject that can be devised. It 
now devolves upon me to call attention in this Report to the most prominent matters 
disclosed by these Tables, and to analyse the differences between the results recorded 
relative to the Vital Statistics in 1888 and those published in the previous years. 


POPULATION. 
The estimated population of Queensland to the 3lst December, 1888, the 
estimated mean population for that year, and the proportion of each sex in the 
estimated population, is contained in the table subjoined :—

As appears from the above the population of Queensland as estimated to the 
31st of December, 1888, was 387,463 persons, consisting of 225,516 males and 
161,947 females. The population has therefore increased during the year under 
review by 20,523 persons, composed of 10,985 males and 9,538 females, the ratio 
of total increase in the estimated population as compared with the population 
estimated at the end of the previous year having been 5°59 per cent., and the ratio 
of increase in each sex, calculated on the same basis, 2°99 per cent. males and 
2°60 per cent. females. This ratio of increase in the population was not equal to 
that shown by the records of the previous year, comparing 1887 with 1886, but is 
better than that shown between the estimated population of 1885 and 1886, so far 
as can be ascertained for the portion of the latter year for which the population 
had to be estimated—namely, after the date of the census—that is, from 1st of 
May to 31st December of 1886. This will be seen from the following :—

The increase in the population was derived, first from the excess of arrivals 
over departures by sea; secondly, from the natural increase by excess of births over 
deaths ; and, thirdly, from the excess of intercolonial traffic by railway over the 
Border, which has for the first time to be taken into consideration, statistics 
relative to which have been carefully compiled and courteously furnished to me by 
the Border Customs Department. ‘The following table has been prepared to show

From the above it will be observed that the increase to the population by the 
excess of arrivals over departures by sea and railway amounted to 11,805 persons, 
including 7,267 males and 4,538 females, and the increase by births over deaths 
was 8,718 persons, consisting of 3,718 males and 5,000 females. 

The greatest immigration increase, it will be seen, occurred in the second 
quarter of 1888 and the smallest in the fourth quarter. In this Colony it is frequently 
the case that the immigration returns for the fourth quarter show the smallest 
increase, but that is probably occasioned by the fact that residents of Queensland 
visit the Southern Colonies in large numbers in that quarter of the year for the 
purpose of change of climate during the hot weather and for recreation. The 
greatest increase from natural causes appears in the third quarter, and the next 
increase in importance took place in the second quarter, the increases from that 
source in the first and fourth quarters of the year having been nearly equal. 

The ratio of Immigration increase and of natural increase respectively in 
1888 over the whole number of persons living in the estimated population of the 
81st December, 1887, was as under :— :

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It will be perceived from the above that the immigration increase during 
1888 was not equal to that in either of the preceding years 1886 or 1887, and was 
very slightly in excess of that during 1885; but, on the other hand, the natural 
increase during 1888 was a little in excess of that during 1887, and was considerably 
in excess of that which took place in any other year during the decennial period 
referred to. 

The next point of interest for consideration is the sex and ages, so far as 
adults and children are concerned, of the persons included in the returns of, immi- 
eration and emigration during 1888, which is best shown by the following state- 
ment :—

From this it is apparent that of the 11,805 persons added to the population 
by excess of arrivals over departures 9,588 were over the age of twelve years, 1,982 
were between one and twelve years, and 117 were infants. Amongst those classed 
as adults the proportion of males was nearly two to one in excess of the females, 
whilst the proportion of the sexes amongst the children and infants was nearly equal.

This shows, in connection with persons travelling to and from China, that 835 
persons departed hence to that countryin excess of arrivals from thence,and that with 
respect to Polynesians 944 persons arrived from the Islands in excess of those who 
departed from this Colony for the place mentioned. It will also be noted that there 
were 963 males arrived from Polynesia in excess of those who departed to that 
locality, but that the departures of females exceeded the arrivals by 19; so that the 
number of persons who arrived in excess of those who departed was, as previously 
stated, 944. 

The next matter in connection. with the increase to the population by excess 
of arrivals over departures which merits consideration is the source from which 
such increase was obtained, and full information on this subject will be 
found in Table No. 1. in the Appendix, but as there has been considerable doubt in 
the minds of many persons as to whether or not the balance of immigration and 
emigration between this and the neighbouring colonies is against Queensland, 
thereby causing her to lose in a great measure the benefit of her extensive immi- 
gration policy, the following table has been extracted from Table No. 1, above 
referred to, with a view of showing the exact interchange of persons by sea and rail 


to and from Queensland and the other Australian colonies :—

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From this it will be seen that while 22,683 persons arrived in Queensland 
from the other colonies of Australasia, only 18,998 persons departed from this 
Colony to those places, thus making an addition to our population from this source of 
3,685 persons, consisting of 2,832 males and 853 females. To show that this is not 
an unusual occurrence I append a return of the excess of arrivals over departures 
in Queensland from the other Australasian Colonies for the last ten years :—

It will be observed from the foregoing statement that in every year during 
the period referred to the balance of immigration has been in favour of this Colony, 
and that although the increase by excess of arrivals over departures from other parts 
of Australasia during 1888 only amounted to about 57 per cent. of that which 
resulted in 1887, yet with the exception of that year the increase from the source 
referred to has been the greatest of any year during the decennial period. 

Looking at Table D it may be thought that the number of persons who 
arrived from and departed to the Australasian Colonies other than New South Wales 
was small, but this is accounted for by the fact that the greater number of persons 
coming here from, or going from here to, the other colonies go and come by vessels 
which ply between here and Sydney, coasequently they are returned as having 
arrived from or departed to New South Wales. The comparatively small number 
returned as having arrived from er departed in connection with the other colonies 
are those who travel by direct steamer or by sailing vessels. 

In order to complete the information relative to the additions to the popula- 
tion from immigration and natural increase the following table has been prepared, 
which gives comprehensive particulars relative to the population and mean popula- 
tion of the Colony since 1862, with the annual additions thereto since that year, and 
the centesimal proportion of increase to the population in each year, &c., &e. :

Amongst other matters it will be perceived from this table that the numerical 
natural increase from excess of births over deiths was slightly in excess of that for 
the year 1887, but that the centesimal ratio of increase to the population of 31st 
December—viz., 2°25, was not quite so good’asin that year. With the exception of 
the year 1887, however, the ratio of increase from that source was the best shown 
for the last seven years. 

The question of the proportion of persons.of alien races which is con- 
tained in the population is a matter of considerable interest. A very careful 
estimate has therefore been made of the number of Chinese, Polynesians, and persons 
of other alien races, living in this Colony during 1888; the result is contained in the 
following table :—

It will be seen it is estimated that there were 8,244 Chinese, 8,667 
Polynesians, and 1,014 persons of other alien races included in the population of 1888. 
If reference is made to a similar table published in my report on the Vital Statistics for 
1887 it will be found that the Chinese and persons of other alien races have decreased 
during 1888, the former by 925 persons and the latter by 4383 persons, while the 
Polynesians have increased to the extent of 467 persons. The centesimal proportion 
of persons of the nationalities referred to in the estimated population of this Colony 
for the last five years has steadily decreased, as will be seen from the statement 
appended :—

This shows that the Polynesian element in the population has alone remained 
stationary during 1887 and 1888, but the proportion of persons of all other alien 
races has decreased, comparing the results of the years referred to.

MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the year 1888 numbered 3,254, being an increase 
on the number registered in 1887 of 340, and a centesimal increase on the registered 
marriages of that year of 11:67. 

The rate of increase is to some extent satisfactory when compared with that 
of the previous year, which was only 4°63 per cent. The ratio of increases in 
marriages in this Colony reached the highest point in 1882, since which year it 
decreased as previously stated : it came so low as 4°63 per cent. in 1887, but in 1888 
the increase recovered to some extent, being a little better than that shown in 1884. 
The following are the percentage increases shown in the last ten years :—

The Marriage-rate in 1888 per thousand of the estimated mean population 
was 8'63—a rate slightly better than that of 1887, which was 8°21. The marriage- 
rate, calculated on the estimated mean population, exclusive of Chinese, Polynesians, 
and persons of other alien races who do not add much to the number of marriages 
contracted, was 9°07 per 1,000.

From the foregoing it is ascertained that the marriage rate increased in 1888 


in Queensland, Victoria, and South Australia (the percentage increase in Queens- 
land and Victoria being to nearly the same extent), but decreased in New South 
Wales, Western Australia, Tasmania, and New Zealand. 


Taking the mean marriage rate of the Australasian Colonies for a period of 
thirty years it will be found that Queensland occupies the premier place, South 
Australia and New South Wales coming next in the order stated. The following

The greatest number of marriages registered was in the second quarter of 


1888—viz. 848, and the smallest number in the first quarter—viz. 789, but the 
number registered in that quarter exceeded the number registered in any quarter of 


the 
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the previous year. Inthe fourth quarter of 1887 the greatest number for that 
year was recorded, an increase maintained in the subsequent quarters—viz. the first 
and second quarters of 1888, but there was a falling off in the number in the third 
quarter of that year. The number in the fourth quarter, however, showed a small 
increase on the third quarter.

The largest increase in any one Registry District appears in Oxley, a district 
which has included within its boundaries some important suburbs of the city of 
Brisbane. Increases to some extent also appear in many of the Northern Registry 
Districts—namely, Townsville 37, Cook 33, Burke 30, Cairns 27, Mackay 23, and 
Kennedy 17. Some of the Southern Districts also exhibit increases of a satisfactory 
nature—viz., Oxley 57, Brisbane 31, Ipswich 25, and Moreton West 22. In the 
Central Registry Districts the chief increase occurred in the Burnett, 17; but with 
the exception of Cunnamulla 8 and Warrego 5, all the Western Districts show a 
decrease in the number of marriages registered during 1888 to a more or less extent. 
Of course the largest number of marriages registered in one district was in the 
Metropolitan District, Brisbane—viz , 902; and Townsville next—viz., 188; Rock- 
hampton, having a nearly equal number—viz., 183. The proportion of marriages 
registered in the Brisbane District, to the total number recorded in the Colony in 
1888, was 27°72 per. cent.; in the Townsville District the proportion was 5°78 per 
cent. ; and in the Rockhampton District 5°62 per cent. 


Marriages by Denominations, 


The number of marriages celebrated by each denomination out of: the total 
marriages registered in 1888 is given in the following table, which is also a 
comparative one, and shows the increase or decrease in the number of marriages 
performed according to the rites of each denomination comparing the results of 1887

The foregoing table shows that the largest number of marriages took place according 
to the rites of the Church of England, and that the number of such marriages in 
1888 exceeded those performed by the ministers of that denomination in 1887 by 
129, being the largest numerical increase in marriages by any one denomination 
during the year under review. Important increases in the number of marriages 
celebrated according to the rites of almost all of the other principal denominations 
are also shown in that year; thus the Church of Rome increased 94, the Presbyterians 
42, the Primitive Methodists 35, The Lutherans 26, and the Congregationalists 13. 
An increase is also apparent in the number of Civil marriages celebrated, of 12. The 
number of marriages amongst the Wesleyans decreased by 7, and amongst the Bap- 
tists by 5. With respect to other denominations the increase or decrease in the 
number of marriages celebrated in 1888 is not important. 

Of the marriages celebrated during the year 1888 it will be found that the 
following is the percentage celebrated by the principal denominations :—

It will also be seen that the greatest centesimal increase in the number of 
marriages in 1888 amongst numerically important denominations was in the 
Lutheran denomination—viz., 21°85; the Church of England next—viz., 16°82; the 
Church of Rome next, viz., 15°99; the Primitive Methodists next, 15°15; and the 
Congregationalists next, 13°83. The percentage increase apparent in some of the 
numerically smaller denominations is very large, but the figures upon which such 
increase has been calculated are very insignificant. 

The percentage increase apparent on the total nnmber of marriages celebrated 
in 1888, compared with the previous year, was 11°67. The value of this percentage 
increase will be best ascertained by comparing if with similar results for the last five 
years as under :-—

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This shows that the percentage increase of marriages in 1888 was much 
greater than in any year since 1885, and even exceeded that in 1885 by 0°42 per 
cent. Table IV. in the Appendix gives a return of marriages celebrated in each 
Registry District in 1888 according to the rites of each denomination and .by civil 
process, from which it will be seen that, although in that year, as formerly stated, the 
greatest number of marriages took place according to the rites of the Church of 
England, yet that in the most important Registry District—viz. Brisbane, the greatest 
number of marriages were celebrated by Presbyterian ministers—viz. 268, or 29°71 
per cent. of the whole number of marriages in the district, and the next largest 
number by ministers of the Church of Rome—viz. 231, the percentage to the whole 
being 25°61, the percentage of marriages performed by the Church of England to 
the whole number of marriages in the district being 20°29.

It will be seen from the foregoing that the greatest number of marriages 
registered in this Colony for the last ten years has been celebrated according to 
the rites of the Church of Fngland, the next greatest number by the Church of 
Rome, and the next by the Presbyterians, the number celebrated by other 
denominations falling far short of the denominations named. It will also be 
perceived that the number of civil marriages during that period never exceeded 
300, and were not under 200, the greatest number of civil marriages having 
occurred in the year 1855—viz., 294. 

It will be found on calculation that the following is the proportion per cent. 
of marriages celebrated by each of the most numerically important denominations 
to the total number of marriages celebrated during the ten years ending 1888 :—

Birthplace of Persons Married. 

In the Appendix, at page 7, Table No. V., will be found a return of the 
nationality of persons, male and female, whose marriage was registered in this 
Colony during 1888. ‘the nationality of the husbands is shown in the margin of the 
table, and that of the wives at the head of the same. Reference to that table will 
show that by far the largest number of men of any one nationality married in 
the year mentioned—viz., 1,091, were born in England or Wales; the next 
greatest. number—viz., 565, were natives of this Colony; and the next largest 
number—viz., 520, were born in Ireland; those born in Scotland numbered 354; of 
men born elsewhere the number married was far under the figures above quoted. 
Turning to the females, the greatest number married—viz., 991, were born in this 
Colony; and the next greatest number married—viz., 848, were born in England ; 
next came Irishwomen, numbering 694; and then Scotchwomen, numbering only 
235. The number of women born in other countries mentioned in the table who 
were married was insignificant compared with those mentioned. The result of inter- 
marriages between men and women of different nationalities during 1888 is also 
well exhibited in the table. Examining into this matter it will be found that the 
greatest number of intermarriages—viz., 470, took place between men and women 
born in England; that the next greatest number of marriages—viz., 316, took place 
between men who were born in Ireland to women born in the same country; the 
next greatest number who intermarried—viz , 315, were men and women who were 
natives of this Colony ; and the next number of intermarriages of any importance 
shown in the table—viz., 290, took place between men natives of England to women 
born in Queensland. Marriages of men of alien races, such as Chinese, Polynesians, 
and East Indians, show the following results :—Four Chinamen were married to 
Englishwomen, 2 to Queensland-born women, 1 to a woman born in New South 
Wales, 1 to a woman born in Ireland, 1 to a Danish woman, and 1 toa woman of 
the same race as himself. In the whole, 10 Chinamen were married in 1883. There 
were 12 Polynesian males married in that year, of whom 7 were married to Poly- 
nesian women, 2 to women born in Queensland, 2 to nglish women, and 1 to an 
Yrish woman. No natives of other alien races, males or females, were married in 
the year under consideration. Other items of information on this subject of an 
interesting nature can be obtained from the table referred to which it is unnecessary 


to here call attention.

It will be seen that of those whose marrriage is included in the table 2,809 
males and females were married for the first time, and such marriages formed 86°33 


per cent. of the whole number of marriages recorded. Males married for the first 
time 
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time who contracted marriage with females who were widowed numbered 170, and 
such marriages formed 5:22 per cent. of the marriages recorded. Females married 
for the first time who married widowers numbered 182, and such marriages formed 
5°59 per cent. of the whole. Persons male and female who were both widowed but 
married again numbered 91, and such marriages formed 2°80 per cent. of the total 
registered. ‘There were two cases in which men who were divorced were married to 
spinsters. To recapitulate, it will be seen that of the whole number of persons 
whose marriage was registered in the year under review 2,979 were bachelors, 2,993 
spinsters, 273 were widowers, 261 were widows, and two were men who had been 
divorced. 


Persons who signed Marriage Certificate with a Mark. 

In my report on Vital Statistics for 1887 I drew attention to this subject at 
some length as it is a matter of some importance, if it can be taken at all as an index 
of the advancement of education amongst the people, so far as the elementary stage 
of reading and writing is concerned. The results of the tabulation of returns under 
the above head appears below :— z

By a strange coincidence it appears that exactly the same number of persons 
made their mark to the marriage certificate in 1888 as in the previous year, but the 
number of males who did so was less and the number of females greater than in 1887. 
Notwithstanding this, however, it will be seen that in consequence of the greater 
number of marriages registered in 1883 the centesimal proportion of men and 
women who made marks at -the time of their marriage was somewhat less 
than in 1887—the proportion of males having decreased 0°54 per cent. and the females 
O'41 per cent. 

That the number and proportions of individuals married who are unable to 
write is gradually decreasing will be shown by the following statement prepared 
from official returns for the last twelve years :—

A consideration of the foregoing -will show that whereas the proportion 
per cent. of males unable to write their name to their marriage certificate in the 
year 1877 only (twelve years since) was 7°78 of the whole number of persons 
married, in 1888 the percentage reached less than half that proportion—viz., 3:01, 
being the lowest recorded in this respect in the Colony; and relative to 
females, the percentage which appeared in 1877 to be nearly double that of the 
males—namely, 14°15—has in 1888 fallen to a little more than one-third of what

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it was at that time. It will also be perceived that the percentage of men who 
affixed marks has been steadily declining year by year, until it has reached 
the lowest proportion yet recorded. If the mean of the proportion of both 
males and females be taken into consideration a similar result is apparent, and it 
will be found that the mean proportion of both has now reached as low as 400 per 
cent. of the whole number of persons married. 

As it may be well to contrast this result with returns on the same subject in 
other places, the following information on the subject has been extracted from Mr. 
Hayter’s Year Book for 1887-8, relative to the Colonies of Australasia; and from 
the report of the Registrar-General of England on Births, Marriages, and Deaths 
for 1887, relative to England and Wales :—

This shows that the proportion of persons who signed the marriage register 
with a mark in England was nearly double that of the proportion of such persons 
in any of the Australasian Colonies in the year for which the above calculation was 
made. 

Ages of Persons Married. 

In Table VII., page 8 of the Appendix to this Report, a return on this 
subject is published. From the information contained in that table the following 
particulars have been gathered. In the first place, it will be observed that in this 
Colony there was not a single instance in which the age of parties married in 1888 
has not been obtained, so accurately are the returns furnished relative to persons 
married. To show that such accuracy does not obtain in other places, it is 
sufficient to point out that in the English returns for 1887 it is stated that in the 
case of 6:2 per cent. of those married the age of the parties was not obtained. And 
in 1°00 per cent. of the marriages in Victoria in the same year the age at marriage 
was unspecified. The mean age of parties married in Queensland in 1888 was for 
men 27°75 years, and for women 23°34 years. The proportion of the greatest number 
of those who married at the same age—viz., 63 men and 63 women at 21 years—to 
the total number married was 1°94 per cent.; and the proportion of minors married 
was in the case of men 3°56 per cent. and-of women 28°37 per cent. ‘The youngest 
person married amongst the men was one at 16 years, and amongst the women three 
at 14 years. The most noticeable disparity in age between the parties at time of 
marriage during the year under review was a man of 49 years to a woman of 27 
years, so that there was no instance of any extreme dissimilarity in age amongst those 
married in 1888. The age at which the greatest number of men—viz., 323, were 
married was 26 years; and the greatest number of women—viz., 525, were married 
at 21 years. The oldest man married was 76 years, and the oldest woman married 
57 years. The proportion of persons married at three divisions of life to the whole 
number married in Queensland during 1858 was as under :—

Here it will be seen that with respect to marriages in the year the great majority 
of men do not marry before 25 years, and that the largest proportion of women 
marry before they come to that age; also, that an almost infinitesimal proportion of 
either sex married after fifty, but that in marriages late in life the males 


preponderate.

From the above it appears that the greatest number of marriages by males in 
Queensland during the last two years was contracted at the age of 24 years, while 
amongst the females the greatest number married during that period were married 
at 21 years of age. I have, however, remarked in many previous reports that the 
return of marriages by women at that age is not by any means correct. It is still 
evident from the records of the Department that a very considerable number of 
females misrepresent their age at this exact period, so as to escape the necessity of 
obtaining parents’ or guardians’ consent to their marriage and make false declaration 
on the subject. It seems a pity that something is not done to prevent such a state 
of things, either by making the form of declaration more comprehensive, or by 
legislating to do away with the necessity of a minor’s requiring consent to marriage 
under the Statute when, say, over 16 years of age. 


BIRTHS. 


» The births registered in 1888 numbered 14,247, and were in the proportion of 
3°78 to every 100 persons contained in the mean population of that year. This 
proportion is slightly less than that of the previous year, which was 3°81 per cent. 
As to sex, the male births numbered 7,299 and the female births 6,948. 

The following statement shows the number of births registered in this Colony 
in each year since 1884, also the numerical and centesimal increase on each year :—

From this it will be seen that the numerical increase in births registered in 

1888 compared with those recorded in the previous year—viz., 734, was much smaller 
than that which occurred in 1887, and was the smallest increase shown in the last 
five years, being less than that recorded in 1884. ‘The centesimal increase was the 
the smallest shown for a considerable period.

It will be observed that although as previously stated the numerical and 
centesimal increase in births recorded in 1888 was much less than in 1887, yet the 
proportion such births bear to the mean population of the year is little below that 
of the previous year. 

Srx.—aAs previously stated, the males born in Queensland in 1888 numbered. 
7,299, the females born were 6,948. The male births were therefore in the pro- 
portion of 3°32 per cent. to the males in the mean population of the year; the 
female births in the proportion of 4°42 per cent. to the female portion of that 
population. As compared to the number of male births the females born were in 
the proportion of 95°19 to every 100 males born in 1888. . This proportion is a little 
in excess of that which took place in 1587, but is not so great as that shown in the 
years 1884, 5, and 6, as will be observed from the following :— .

It will be perceived from the foregoing that the Queensland birth-rate has 
been the largest of all the Australasian Colonies for the years 1887 and 1888; that 
in 1888 the birth-rate in Western Australia comes next to Queensland ; then that in 
New South Wales, South Australia, Tasmania, and Victoria in the order named; the 
New Zealand birth-rate for that year having been the lowest of all the Colonies. ;., 

In order to contrast the birth-rate in Australasia with that of the United 
Kingdom and some of the principal countries in Europe for 1887, the following 
return has been prepared from data obtained from the report of the Registrar-General 
of England on births, deaths, and marriages in England for 1887 :—

It will be perceived that the birth-rate of Queensland in 1888 is much in 
excess of that in any portion of the United Kingdom in 1887, and that the Queens- 
land rate is only exceeded in Italy, Austria, and Prussia. In Hungary, in 1886, the 
birth-rate was largely in excess of that in any other country in Europe, but, as ascer- 
tained from published returns, that country appears to have maintained a premier 
position in respect of its birth-rate for a considerable period. 


As there is no reliable data from which the birth-rate in the various towns 
and centres of population in the Colony can be calculated except immediately after 
each census collection, no attempt has been made to provide information on the 
subject, as if a return was published framed on loosely formed estimates it would 
only tend to mislead. The time which has now elapsed since the last census was 
taken here and the alterations in population in certain localities is known to be so 
great that any estimate made of the birth-rate in towns then made would no 
longer be in any way reliable, and is not therefore published. 

The following comparative table shows the number of births, males and 
females, registered in each Registry District in the Colony during the years 1887 
and 1888, together with the numerical increase or decrease in the latter year, and the

Reviewing this table it will be perceived that the largest increase in the 
number of births registered in any one district in 1888 took place in Leichhardt— 
viz., 116; that the increase in Caboolture District—viz., 91, was next in impor- 
tance; next Burke with 74, then Oxley with 68, Ipswich with 66, Moreton West 
with 64, Burnett with 52, and Drayton and Toowoomba with 50. 'The increase in 
any of the other districts did not reach the number last mentioned. In some 

Registry 
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Registry Districts a decreased number of births was registered in 1£88 compared with 
the previous year. The most important decrease appears in the Brisbane district— 
viz., 61, but this may be occasioned from the fact that a considerable number of 
residents in that district who previously rented houses there may now be residing in 
the suburbs on properties of their own. I think this conjecture is to a certain extent 
proved by the fact that the Registry Districts of Oxley, Caboolture, and Moreton East, 
which include the suburbs of Brisbane, all show large increases in the number of 
registrations of births, Clermont 41, Logan 30, Townsville 27, and Maranoa 20, are 
the Registry Districts in which, next to Brisbane, the most important decreases in 
the number of births registered in 1888 appear. The following table shows the 
exact numerical increase or decrease in the number of births registered in each 
Registry District during the year referred to :—

. Full particulars with reference to the number of births recorded in each 
quarter of the year 1888 and the Registry District in which they were registered 
can be obtained in Table No. III., page 5, in the Appendix to this Report. Turning 
to that Table it will be found that the smallest number of births was registered in 
the first quarter and the largest number in the third quarter of the year. The 
following shows the relative number of births registered in each quarter of the year

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Without any apparent reason the third quarter of each year is that in which 
the greatest number of births is registered in this Colony, at least that has been the 
case here in 1888 and. has been so for many years. It seems that the same is the 
case in Victoria. Mr. Hayter, in the Victorian Year Book, 1887-8, alludes to this 
fact and says: “ That it appears that in most countries the largest number of births 
take place in what may be called the winter quarter (ending September in Victoria, 
March in other countries), with the exception of Russia, in which most births occur 
in the quarter ending June. 


Ezcess of Births over Deaths. 


When considering the subject of population in a previous part of this Report 
it was stated that the number of births registered, viz— 14,247, exceeded the number 
of deaths registered—viz. 5,529, by 8,718, such excess consisting of 3,718 males and 
5,000 females. A return of excess of births over deaths in this Colony in each year 
since 1879—viz., for 10 years, is appended :—

It is apparent from the above that numerically the excess of births over 
deaths in 1888 compared with 1887—which was only 371—was not as important as 
that recorded in this Colony for some years, and was even far below the increase 
from that source shown in 1887 over 1886 —viz., 1,340. 


. Illegitimate Births. 


The births out of wedlock registered during the year 1888 numbered 588, 
consisting of 306 males and 282 females. This is a decrease of 19 in the number 
of such births recorded during the previous year. The proportion illegitimate births 
bear to the total births registered in the year first above mentioned is 4°13 per cent., 
a proportion slightly less than in 1887, the percentage for that year having been 
4°49. The subjoined return gives the percentage of illegitimate births in this 
Colony for ten years:—

It will be seen from this that the percentage of such births in this Colony 
has not varied very much, at least during the last ten years. In 1888 the proportion 
of illegitimacy was smallest during the period referred to, but the proportion in all 
other years appears to have been between 4 and 43 per cent.; it does not appear, 
therefore, that illegitimacy is any less prevalent here at the present time than it 
was ten years since. 3 

The proportion to the mean population of the year 1888 was 1°56 per 1,000, 
being slightly less than that of the previous year—viz., 1°71, 


In order to compare the proportion per cent. of illegitimacy to total births 
which exists in Queensland with the proportion in other places the following state- 
ment is published. The return for the Australasian Colonies named is taken partly 
from Mr. Hayter’s Victorian Year Book for 1887-8, and partly from the statistical 
publications of the other Colonies :—

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This shows that in 1887 the proportion of illegitimacy in Victoria, New 
South Wales, and Western Australia was greater than, and in Tasmania, New 
Zealand, and South Australia was less than in Queensland. In the Victorian Year 
Book 1887-8, Mr. Hayter states “ that from a calulation based upon the illegitimate 
‘¢ births which occurred in the census year, that of the four colonies which then 
“ published statistics of these occurrences concubinage was the most rife in Queens- 
“land,” and he appears to have come to this conclusion by taking the number of 
women returned at the census as living in a state of concubinage (exclusive of the 
demi-monde), and ascertaining the proportion such persons bear to the number of 
single women in the population at that time between the ages of 15 and 45.. The 
result of sucha calculation must be to a certain extent fallacious, because it is well 
known, in this Colony at least, that a large proportion of women living in a state of 
concubinage are, or were, married, and either proved unfaithful to their husbands or 
were deserted by them, and from various causes sank to that state of degradation ; 
it is not, therefore, correct to assume that all immorality, and the consequent 
illegitimacy which resulted therefrom, was amongst single women only, That this 
is not so in this Colony can be proved by the records of births from which the 
following return dealing with the illegitimacy of 1888 has been extracted :—

In England and Wales the proportion of irregular births to the whole births 
of the year 1887 was 1:5 per 1,000 persons living, the same proportion as in Queens- 
land, and the proportion of same to total births was 48 per 1,000, while in Queens- 
land in that year it was only 44 per 1,000. 


Triplets and Twins. 


There was one case of triplets recorded in 1888; the children were all males. 

The births of 263 twin children were also registered in that year, of which 
185 were males and 125 were females. The twins recorded in the year mentioned 
exceeded those in 1887, when only 210 were registered. 


DEATHS. 


The mortality in 1888 was greater than in the previous year, making due 
allowance for the increase in the population, but it was numerically less than in 
1886. The total number of deaths registered in the year 1888 was 5,529, including 
8,581 males and 1,948 females, the increase in deaths 1888 over 1887 having been 
363, consisting of 252 males and 111 females. The following shows the relative 
number of deaths registered in. the last three years :—

was greater than in 1887 yet the total number recorded did not equal the number 
in 1886 although the population has increased 6°26 per cent. since the close of that 
year. The 
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The proportion of deaths registered in 1888 to the mean population of the 
year was 14°66 per 1,000, a rate which very slightly exceeded that of the previous 
year; the rate of that year having been the lowest recorded since the year 1881, as 
will be seen from the last column of the following table :—

This shows that the highest death- rate daring the last tani years was in , 1884-—viz., 
22°97 per 1,000 of the mean population, and that the rate has been steadily decreasing 
since that ‘period until 1888, in which year it increased to the small extent of 0° 10 
per 1,000. 

The death-rate in England in 1887 was 18°8 per 1,000 persons living, and the 
average for the seven years ending 1887 was 19:2 per 1,000, with which the present 
death-rate in Queensland compares very favourably.

Sexves.—As previously stated, of the 5,529 deaths recorded in 1888, 3,581 
were those of males and 1,948 were those of females, or 64°77 per cent. of the former 
and 35°23 per cent of the latter. The mortality of males was at the rate of 9°49 
per cent. of the estimated mean population, and the rate of mortality of females 
5°16 per cent. of same. 

The following table shows a return of marriages, births and deaths in 
Queensland for ten years, 1879-1888, together with the rate of each per 1,000 of 
the mean population, the numerical excess of births over deaths, and the proportion

The percentage of births over deaths shown in this table for 1888, it will-be 
perceived, was not so good as in 1887; notwithstanding which it largely exceeded 
the mean rate of increase for the ten years, and was considerably better than that 
shown in the year 1886. It also appears that the proportion of males to every 100 
females born in 1888 was slightly less than in 1887, while the proportion of those 
who died to every 100 females who died was much greater in 1888 than in the 
previous year. 


Deaths in Certain Localities. 


Information under this head is contained in Table VII. in the Appendix to the 
Report, referring to which it will be seen that of the larger centres of population 
1,020 deaths, or 18°45 per cent. of the whole number of deaths registered, were 
recorded in Brisbane Registry District; 427 deaths, or 7°72 per cent. of the whole, 
in Oxley district ; 319 deaths, or 5°77 per cent., in Bundaberg ; 303 deaths, or 5°48 
per cent., in Kennedy; 243 deaths, or 4°39 per cent., in Rockhampton ; 240 deaths, or 
4°34 per cent., in Townsville ; 214 deaths, or 3°87 per cent, in Mackay; and £10 
deaths, or 3°79 per cent.,in Maryborough. In none of the other Registry Districts did 
the number of deaths reach 200. 

As above stated, the deaths in the Brisbane District numbered 1,020 persons, 
consisting of 577 males and 443 females, being a decrease of 21 males and 8 females 
on the number registered in the year 1887, and the rate per cent. to the total deaths 
registered, as previously shown, was 18°45 per cent. 

The number of deaths registered within the metropolitan portion of -the 
district in 1888 was 700 and in the suburban portion 320. 

‘The death rate of the district-—that is, the proportion of deaths registered 
to the total population of the district—cannot be given, except at census periods, as 
there is really no proper basis upon which an estimate of the population of the city 
and suburbs can be made, and the location of the population in and round the city 
is known to have changed so much since the last census was taken, that any death 
rate published on the basis of the census population would only mislead, 

Deaths 
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Deaths at certain Seasons of the Year. 


Detailed information relative to the number of deaths during each quarter of 
1888 in each Registry District of the Colony is given in Table VIL., page 9, of the 
Appendix to this Report. Referring to that table it will be seen that in the whole 
Colony the greatest mortality has been in the fourth quarter of the year, the first 
quarter being that in which the next greatest number of deaths was registered. In 
the second and third quarters the number of deaths registered were nearly the same, 
the deaths in the third quarter exceeding the second by 70 persons. The following 
extract from the table referred to shows the exact number of deaths registered 
each quarter :—

; This shows that 1,642 deaths were recorded in the fourth quarter, being 293 
in excess of those registered in the first quarter, while the deaths in the first 
quarter exceeded those in the third quarter by 45, and, as previously pointed out, the 
deaths registered in the third quarter exceeded those in the second quarter by 70.

It will be seen that as in 1888 so also in the previous year the greatest 
number of deaths was registered in the fourth and first quarters, but that in 1888 
compared with 1887 the circumstances attending the registration of deaths in the 
second and third quarters differed. Of course the heat of the weather in the first 
and fourth quarters of each year in Queensland has great influence on the degree of 
mortality, especially amongst the extremely juvenile portion of the population. 

Taking the number of deaths registered in each month of the year 1888 it 
will be found, on referring to Table XXX, page 27 of the Appendix, that the month 
of October was the most fatal, in which 55 deaths were recorded. November was 
the next with 547 deaths, and December the next with 545. It seems an extra- 
ordinary coincidence that the number of deaths in these three months should be 
so nearly equal, only five deaths more in October in which the greatest number was 
recorded in any month of 1888, than in December the smallest number registered 
in any month of the fourth quarter, which quarter contained the greatest 
record of mortality during the year. The month of May was that in which the least 
number of deaths was registered. The following is the record of deaths in each

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Comparing the returns given above with similar records for the last ten years 
in this Colony it will be found that the greatest mortality over that period occurred 
in the fourth quarter of the year, the next greatest in the first, then comes the third, 
and the least recorded mortality was in the second quarter. Having pointed out the 
effect of the different seasons of the year on the rate of mortality in the whole 
Colony, the district of Brisbane, the principal registry, may be next referred to. 
The following return contains a summary of deaths recorded in that district in each 
month and quarter of 1888, and also the number registered in the periods referred 
to in the Urban and Suburban portions of the districts respectively :—

As was the case with respect to the whole Colony, the greatest mortality in 
the Brisbane District took place in the fourth and first quarters; in the third quarter 
the deaths recorded were within one of the number registered in the first quarter ; 
and in the second quarter the least mortality took place. Deaths were most numerous 
in this district during the months of October and November, 121 deaths having 
been registered in the former month, and 122 in the latter; and the months of 
March, May, and June were those in which the least-number of deaths took place, 
the seine recorded ‘having been nearly equal—viz., in March and May 65, and 
June 67. 

It will also be observed that the number of deaths registered in the urban 
portion of the district was nearly twice that registered in the suburban portion. 


Death-rate in Towns. 


As previously stated, there is no proper basis upon which an estimate of the 
population sufficiently accurate for statistical purposes can be made in Brisbane 
and the other principal towns in the Colony. It»is therefore considered inadvisable 
to attempt to publish a return of the death-rate in such localities. To those 
interested who may be satisfied with correct although somewhat obsolete figures, 
it is suggested that reference be made to a return on the subject published 
in my Report on Vital Statistics for the year 1886, page xxxi., which was prepared 
shortly after the population of each place was ascertained by the census of 1886. 
It is only immediately after census-taking (once every five years) that these 
calculations can be made with sufficient accuracy to render them useful to the 
statistician or actuary.

From this it appears that the deaths in the Brisbane Hospital in 1888 
exceeded those of the previous year by 4, that in the Children’s Hospital deaths 
increased by 11, in the Immigration Depdt by 4, in the Lunatic Reception 
House, Infants’ Asylum, the Gaol, Lock Hospital, and Diamentina Orphanage by 
Leach, while the deaths in the Lady Bowen Hospital were 7 less than in 1887. 

The percentage of deaths in these institutions in 1888 to the total deaths in 
the Brisbane District in that year was 25°78, a rate of 2°53 per cent. higher than 
that of the previous year. 


Deaths of Children. 


The deaths of children under five years of age always form a large 
proportion of the total deaths in Queensland; but this is universally the case, more 
particularly in communities where there happens to be a large proportion of children 
in the population, where the proportion of persons living over 60 years of age is 
small, and where there is a high marriage and birth rate as in this Colony. ‘The 
number of deaths of the class referred to registered here in 1888 fully bears out 
the proposition, as will be seen from the following statement :—

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From this it appears that 2,309 children died in the year mentioned before 
they reached five years of age, of whom 2,057 were under two years old. The rate 
per cent. of deaths under five years to the total deaths in 1888 was 41°76, a slight 
increase of 0°41 per cent. on the rate for the previous year. It willalso be observed 
from the subjoined return that, unfortunately, the rate has been steadily, although 
it may be slowly, increasing during the last five years :—

This shows that although the rate in Queensland is very high compared with either 
Tasmania or Victoria in 1887, the rate in Western Australia was much higher, and 
that of New South Wales in that year was a little higher than that in this Colony 
in either 1887 or 1888. In England and Wales in the year 1887 the death rate of 
children under 5 was 38°47 per cent., a lower rate than in any of the Australasian 
Colonies in that year except in Tasmania and Victoria. 


INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


Under this head a comparison is instituted between the deaths of children 
under one year registered in 1888 and the number of births recorded in that year. 
As shown in a previous part of this Report, the number of deaths of children under 
one year recorded was 1,719 and the births recorded numbered 14,247 ; the infantile 
mortality, therefore, calculated on the above basis has been 12:07 per cent. or 120 
per 1,000 of. the total births registered. The abovementioned rate is somewhat 
greater than that of 1887, but it is under the average rate for the last five years as 
shown by the following table :-—

It will be seen that the rate of infantile Bociality 3 in this Colony in either 

1887 or 1888 was less than in either Victoria or Western Australia, and also com- 

pares favourably with the rate in England and Wales in 1887, which the Registrar- 
Gencral of England, in his fiftieth report, states was 145 to the 1,000 births, the 
average rate in that country for ten years—viz., 1877-1886, having been 142 per 
a; 000. It also appears from Table Q that during the last ten years the rate of real

It will be seen from this that out of 1,719 children who died before they had 
attained one year, 534 of them, or 31:06 per cent., appear to have been born merely 
to die as they did not live one month; 187 or 10°88 per cent. of the infants only 
lived over one month; 145 or 8°44 per cent. of them did not reach three months; 405 or 
23:56 per cent. of them lived for periods ranging between three months and over 
five months; and the remainder, 448, died before they reached the first year of life. 
The table also shows that the percentage of deaths of children under one year to 
total deaths in the district in Brisbane—viz., 34°90 per cent., was greater than in the 
other districts of the Colony combined, which was 30°23 per cent. The following 
return shows that the percentage of deaths of children under two years in the 
Brisbane district—viz., 41°57 per cent., also exceeded the rate in the combined 
distriet—viz., 36°22 :—

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This shows that the rate of mortality of children under two years in the 
Metropolitan District, Brisbane—viz., 41:57 per cent., was much less than in the 
majority of the other districts in which large towns are situated, and that out of 
those named in the table, only Mackay, Bundaberg, and Maryborough show an 
infantile death-rate under that of the Brisbane District. 


Deaths of Persons of all Ages over 5 Years. 

In my report for 1887, for the first time, attention was drawn to the number 
and proportion of deaths in the community of persons above the age of five 
years, and the following table, the particulars contained in which are extracted 
from Tables XIJ., XITI., and XIV. in the Appendix, is published as a sequel to 
that contained in the report referred to, in order to show whether, comparing the 
periods referred to, any great variation has occurred in the probabilities of life in 
this Colony between given quinquennial periods of age :—

Analyzing the return it will be seen that the percentage of deaths, at any 
given period of life shown in the table, has not varied in 1868 from that given 
in 1887 to the extent of 1 per cent.; also, that, excluding deaths under 5 years, 
those which took place in 1888 between 20 and 25, as in 1887, formed the greatest 
proportion of deaths in any quinquennial period—viz., 7°81 per cent.; and further, 
that, comparing the results of the years referred to, the greatest proportionate 
increase in deaths (in any quinquennial period of life)—viz., 0°42 per cent., was in 
deaths of persons between these ages. It may be also noted that the proportion 
of deaths of persons whose age could not be ascertained in 1888 was very low— 
viz., 0°42 per cent. 

Deaths Classified according to Diseases. 

Tables XII., XIII., XIV., XV., XVIII, XIX., and XX in the Appendix 
contain particulars relative to the number of males, females, and persons who died 
from various diseases classified according to the system introduced by a Committee 
of Members of the Royal College of Physicians, London, in 1885. The following 
is the total number of deaths recorded in 1888 in each class into which the system 
of arranging fatal diseases is divided, and in order to show the results in 1888 
relatively with those of 1887 the total number of deaths recorded in each class

From this it will be seen that, as usual in Queensland for some years, the 
greatest number of deaths recorded in 1888 were caused by phthisis, which proved 
fatal to 492 persons, consisting of 868 males and 124 females. The proportion of 
deaths from the disease referred to per 10,000 of the estimated mean population of 
that year was 13°04—a rate a little over that shown by the returns of the previous 

year, 
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year, but, with that exception, much less than the rate in any year during the last 
quinquennial period, as under :—

In Table XIV., p page 2 in the espaniite Ciass IV., No. 9, will be found the 
number of deaths from phthisis at each age period up to 5 years of age, and thence 
upwards by quinquennial periods up to the age of 75 and upwards. Referring to that 
table, it will be seen that the greatest number of deaths from this cause—viz., 106, 
took place between the ages of 20 and 25, only 75 deaths having occurred before 
the age of 20 years, the great majority of ‘whom—viz., 56, were males, the female 
deaths up to that age numbering only 19. Of those who died between 20 and 25 
years, 82 were males and 24 were females. The deaths at the next quinquennial 
period—namely, 25 to 30, numbered 95, and here, again, the deaths amongst males 
largely preponderated—viz., 71 compared with only “24 females. At the next age 
period, 30 to 35, 70 deaths were recorded, of which 60 were males and only 10 
were females. From that age period upwards the proportion of deaths from the 
disease rapidly declines, and the proportion of deaths in each sex becomes more equal. 
This proves that deaths from phthisis in 1888 were most numerous in this Colony 
between 20 and 45 years of age, and that the disease is much more fatal to males 
than to females. Of course the proportion of females in the population is much 
less than that of males, but in order to show the proportion of deaths per 1,000 to 
the number of each sex living in the mean population, the following figures are 
annexed, which will give a better idea of the relative fatality from this disease in 
each sex :—

It will be therefore observed that relatively to their proportion in the popu- 
lation over 50 per cent. more males died in Queensland in 1888 from phthisis than 
females. As to the proportion per 1,000 of each sex at each age period to the total 
of each sex the following are the particulars :—

It will be perceived that at the infantile age up to five years, in proportion, 
54°22 per cent. more males died from phthisis than females; that between these ages 
and 20 years the proportionate excess of males was very great indeed, having been 
71°58 per cent.; that between 20 and 25 years the excess in the proportion of males 
who died was 41°66; that between 25 and 30 the excess relative to males was 48°37 
per cent; that between 30 and 35 the greatest contrast in the proportion between 
male and female deaths occurred, the excess of males being 81:01 per cent.; but 
from that quinquennial period up to 50 years the proportion approximated more 
closely ; however, from 50 years and upwards the proportion of deaths of males 
again showed more than 50 per cent. above the female deaths. 


The death rate from phthisis in this Colony in 1888 per 10,000 of the 
mean population was 13:04. Comparing this rate with that shown in some of 
the other Australasian Colonies and in England in 1887 (the latest returns available), 
the result is not very unfavourable to this Colony, when certain circumstances to be

There can be little doubt that the rate of deaths from phthisis in Queensland 
is considerably increased from the fact that persons afflicted with that disease come 
from other places to this Colony hoping to obtain benefit from our warm climate, and 
being uncurable eventually die here. The rate is further augmented by the numerous 
deaths of Polynesians —a race particularly susceptible to this disease. The following 
table is published, the particulars being intended to show that the suggestions above 
made are not without weight :—

It will be observed from the foregoing that out of a total of 492 deaths from 
phthisis 80 were those of persons who had not resided in Queensland twelve months ; 
and that out of the 37 deaths from this disease of persons born in Queensland 
14 were those of children under 2 years. It will also be perceived that included 
in the deaths from this cause are those of 162 Polynesians and 17 Chinamen; so 
that if the phthisis death-rate be calculated on the same basis as previously given, 
excluding the above, it only amounts to 8°08—a rate lower than that in any of the 
colonies previously referred to. 

Having so far referred to the cause of mortality most fatal in 1888, those 
next in numerical importance will be dealt with. 


DrarRu@A.—From this disease the next greatest number of deaths occurred in 
1888—namely, 375, or 9°94 per 10,000 of the mean population. This isa disease more 
particularly fatal to children in this Colony, no less than 329 cases out of the total 
number of deaths from this cause—viz., 375—being those of children under 5 
years, and of these in 284 cases the children who died from diarrhea were under 1 
year. The increase in the number of deaths from this cause, comparing the returns 
of the years 1887 and 1888, was 58. 


CoNVULSIONS.— 
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Convu.stons.—This cause of death was next in degree the most fatal in 1888, 
and was almost wholly confined to children under 5 years; only 5 deaths out of the 
total of 334 occurred amongst children above that age and under 10 years. As will 
be seen from a return given further on in this Report, no less than 34°45 per cent. 
of the total number of children who died in 1888 succumbed to this disease and 
diarrhoea. The death-rate from convulsions per 10,000 of the mean population was 
8°85, and comparing the number of deaths from convulsions in 1888 with those of the 
previous year the increase was 42. 


Pyrvumonta.—The deaths from this cause in 1888 were next in point of 
number. The total deaths from this cause were 189, an increase of 77 on those 
recorded in the previous year, and the rate per 10,000 of the mean population 
was 6°55. 


TEETHING.—From this cause the deaths were next in numerical importance. 
The total number of deaths was 181, being a decrease of 17 on the number registered 
in the previous year, and the rate per 10,000 of the mean population was 4°80. 


DysrntERY.—The disease from which the next greatest number of deaths 
occurred in 1888 was fatal in 178 cases, an increase of 15 on the deaths from same 
cause in 1887, and the rate to every 10,000 of the mean population was 4°72. This 
disease does not appear to be especially fatal at any particular time of life in this 
Colony, as will be seen on referring to Table XIV. in the Appendix. The district 
in which the greatest number of deaths from dysentery—viz., 41, was registered in 
1888 was Mackay; in no other Registry District was the number over 15. 


Broncuttis.—The mortality from this disease was next in numerical import- 
ance. The total number of deaths registered from this cause in 1888 was 172, being 
an increase of 23 on the number registered in 1887, and the proportion per 10,000 
of the mean population was 4°56, a very low rate compared with that of the other 
Colonies or England. Out of the total number of deaths from this cause, as above 
stated, 116 or 67°44 per cent. of the whole were those of children under 5 years 
of age. 


TypHorp Frver.—This disease, from which 163 deaths occurred in 1888, is 
next in degree of fatality. There was an increase of deaths from this cause of 26 
compared with the number recorded in the previous year. It appears to have been 
most fatal in the hot portion of the year—viz., in the first and fourth quarters, and, 
as appears usual, is particularly fatal to persons in the vigor of life—that is, between 
the ages of 20 and 35. The district of Brisbane was that in which by far the largest 
number of deaths from typhoid was registered in 1888—viz., 50; in the district of 
Kennedy the next largest number of deaths from this cause occurred—viz., 21; 
11 fatal cases occurred both in Maryborough and Oxley districts ; and then Gympie 
and Ipswich, 10 each. The number of deaths from this cause recorded in other 
Registry Districts during the year under review was comparatively insignificant. 
The rate of deaths from typhoid fever per 10,000 of the mean population was 4°32. 
There was one case of typhus fever recorded in 1888, being that of a female, in the 
district of Darling Downs North. This was the first case of the kind recorded since 
the year 1885. 

With reference to the other causes of death included in Table T., it -will be 
seen that the proportion of deaths per 10,000 of the mean population did not in 
any case reach 4°00, and do not require any special comment. 

Reverting to deaths from the various causes as arranged in Table XI., page 
14 in the Appendix, exclusive of those to which attention has not been already 
directed, and comparing the number of fatal cases from each disease in 1888 with 
those of the previous year, it will be seen that there were 123 cases of death 
resulting from Premature Birth, being an increase of 41 over the number recorded 
in 1887. Remittent Fever caused 56 deaths—an increase of 35. nteritis was 
recorded as the cause of death in 147 instances, an increase of 33. To Intemperance 
75 deaths were due, an increase of 27. Diseases of the Nervous System, not specially 
recorded, caused 40 deaths, an increase of 24. Inflammation of the Brain was the 
cause of 97 deaths, an increase of 18. Disease of the Stomach produced death in 58 
instances, an increase of 16, Accidental Burns caused the death of 41 persons, an 

increase 
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increase of 15. To Whooping Cough 78 deaths were due; to Endocarditis (valvular 
disease) 53 deaths; and to Old Age 46 deaths; and to Peritonitis 40 deaths—the 
increase in each instance mentioned being 13. Swnstroke caused 44 deaths ; and 
Accidental Gunshot Wounds 17, an increase in each case of 10. The number of 
deaths recorded from any one cause in 1888, in no other instance exceeded by 10 
the number shown by the returns of 1887, but it may be mentioned that the deaths 
by cancer, to which disease I called special attention in my last report for 1887, 
showed a slight increase of 7 in 1888. 

The following are the principal causes of death in which a decrease in the 
number registered in 1888 is apparent :—Accidental Drowning, decreased by 82; 
Diseases of the Circulatory System, not specially named, by 69; Simple and Iil- 
defined Fever, by 43; Congenital Defects, not specially named, by 26; Atrophy, 
by 25; Cirrhosis of Liver, by 12; and in the cases of Tubercular Meningitis, 
Influenza, Coryza and Catarrh, and Debility, by 11 each. The decrease shown in 
other causes of death not previously mentioned did not in any case exceed 10. 

So far the causes of the deaths of persons of all ages have been considered ; 
but it is thought desirable to show by the following return the diseases which 
more especially fatally affected children under 5 years of age :—

Analysing this return it will be observed that out of a total of 1,910 deaths 
of children under 5 years of age, 1,082 of that age in 1888, or 56°65 per cent., were 
due to five causes—viz., convulsions, diarrhoea, dentition, enteritis, and bronchitis, 
and that different kinds of accidents caused the death of 94 others, the latter being 
the largest number of deaths of children from one particular cause recorded in 1888 
outside those abovementioned. 

Having now drawn attention to the degree of fatality due to each special 
cause in 1888, it is considered expedient to refer to the mortality included in the 
Orders contained in each class as arranged according to the system of classification 


at present in use, and to the diseases attended with the most fatal results in each 
Order :— 


Crass I.— 


OrDER 1.—WMiasmatic Diseases—Deaths registered from causes embraced 
in this order decreased in 1888 both in number and proportion 
compared with the records of the previous year. The total number 
of deaths registered in that order was 404 in 1888 compared with 
420 in 1887, and the proportion per cent. to the total deaths ee 

eac 
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each year was 7°31 and 8°13 respectively. To typhoid fever, 163 
deaths were due; to diphtheria, 86; to whooping cough, 73; and 
to simple and ill-defined fever, 65. 


ORDER 2.—Diarrhaal Diseases showed an increase in 1888; the number of 
deaths in that year included in the order was 588 as against 507 
in the previous year; the centesimal proportion to the total deaths 
of the respective years having been 10°64 and 9°81. 


OrpER 3.—Walarial Diseases —The number of deaths recorded from causes 
in this order during the year under review was small—viz., 61, 
but was an increase on the results in 1887—viz., 24; the centesimal 
proportion to total deaths in the years was 1°10 and 0°46 respec- 
tively. 


ORDER 4.—Zoogenous Diseases—From the peculiar character of the 
the diseases included in this order it is very satisfactory to note 
that no-deaths have been recorded from any of them during 1888. 


OrvER 5.—Venereal Diseases—The number and proportion of deaths from 
causes included in this order were comparatively small, and by a 
strange coincidence were exactly the same as in 1887—viz., 34; 
and the centesimal proportion to total deaths was, consequently, 
almost similar in both years—viz., 0°61 and 0°66 respectively. 


OrpER 6.—Septic Diseases—The same may be said relative to this order : 
the number of deaths included in it recorded in 1888 was 22 
compared with 21 in the previous year. The centesimal propor- 
tion to total deaths was 0°40 and 0°41 respectively. 


Crass I1.— Parasitic Diseases—Only 9 deaths were included in this class in 
1888 compared with 17 in 1887: the centesimal proportion to 
total deaths was 0°16 and 0°33 respectively. 


Crass III.—Dietic Diseases.—There was an increase in 1888 in the number 
of deaths included in this class, and the centesimal proportion to 
total deaths was consequently larger. The figures are as follows : 
1888, number 156, proportion 2°82; 1887, number 135, propor- 
tion 2°61. 

Crass 1V.—Oonstitutional Diseases.—From causes included in this class 848 
deaths were registered in 1888 compared with 813 in 1887, and. 
the centesimal proportion to total deaths in the respective years 
was 15°34 compared with 15:74. More than half the deaths 
included in this class—viz., 492, were due to phthisis, and the 
causes which produced the next greatest mortality in this class— 
viz., 115, were other forms of tuberculosis scrofula; cancer 
caused 88 deaths; and tabes mesenterica 64. 


Crass V.—Developmental Diseases —The number and centesimal proportion 
of deaths included in this class in 1888 and 1887 were nearly 
equal, the number in 1888 having been 340 and the proportion 
6°15, compared with 304 and 5°88 in 1887. ‘The greatest number 
of deaths in 1888 included in this class—viz., 164, were caused 
by premature birth, and next, 125, from old age and senile decay 
added together, 


Cuass VI.— 


ORDER 1.—Diseases of the Nervous System.—The number of deaths 
recorded in 1888 from diseases included in this order was 645 
compared with 63 in 1887, being an increase of 82, the centesimal 
proportion to total deaths being 11°67 and 10°90 in the respective 
years. More than half the deaths included. in this order—viz., 
334— were caused by convulsions. 


ORDER 2.— 
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ORDER 2.—Diseases of Organs of Special Sense.—The number of deaths 
recorded in 1888 included in this ofder were very small indeed, 
being only 2 as against 5 in 1887. The centesimal proportion 
in the respective years was 0°04 and 0°10. Both deaths in 1888 
occurred from Otitis. 


ORDER 3.—Diseuses of the Circulatory System.—There was a slight 
falling-off in the number of deaths included in this order in 
1888 compared with 1887—viz., 255 as against 299, the 
centesimal proportion to the total deaths of each year having 
been 4°61 and 5:79 respectively. Of causes included in the 
order, endocarditis caused the greatest number of deaths—viz., 
53; but there were 127 deaths registered from causes compre- 
hended in the order but not specially named in the tabular 
classification, 


ORDER 4.—Diseases of Respiratory System.—Here an increase of 105 
deaths is apparent in 1888 compared with 1887, the respective 
numbers in each year having been 661 and 556: the centesimal 
proportion in the years referred to was 11°95 contrasted with 
10°76. In this order pneumonia caused the greatest number of 
deaths—viz., 247, and the next most fatal cause was bronchitis, 
to which 172 deaths were attributed. 


OrDER 5.—Diseases of the Digestive System.—The number of deaths 
recorded in 1888 from causes included in this order was 599, 
while in 1887 the number was 555: the relative centesimal pro- 
portion to the total deaths in the years mentioned was 10°83 as 
against 10°74. More than half the deaths included in this 
order—viz., 387, were those of children under 5 years of age, 
of whom 300 were under 1 year at time of death. The 
causes from which the greatest mortality took place were 
dentition 181, and enteritis 147. The centesimal proportion 
which deaths of children included in the order under 1 year and 
under 5 years respectively hear to the total deaths embraced in 
the order was 50°08 and 64°60. In accordance with the rule 
which appears to obtain in England, the calculation being based 
on the results of a series of years, the deaths of males from diseases 
mentioned in this order are much more numerous than those of 
females. In 1888 this was especially the case at the periods of 
life from 5 to 60 years ; but in the infantile ages the proportionate 
deaths of males approximate more closely to those of females. 


OrpER 6.—Diseases of Lymphatic System and Ductless Glands.—Deaths 
from causes included in this:order were not numerous in 1888, 
having been only 8; but even then they were twice as numerous 
asin the preceding year, when only 4 were recorded. ‘The pro- 
portion to total deaths registered in each year mentioned was 0°14 
and 0°08 respectively. There were four deaths from diseases of 
the spleen included in this order in 1888. 


OrpvER 7.—Diseases of the Urinary System.—There was an increase of 19 
deaths included in this order in 1888 over 1887. The centesimal 
proportion which deaths from causes included in this order bear 
to the total deaths registered in 1888 and 1887 respectively was 
1:92 and 1°68. The greatest number of deaths from diseases of 
the urinary system was from Bright’s disease—viz., 31; acute 
nephrites being that from which the next greatest mortality 
occurred—viz., 20. Deaths from these diseases occurred in three 
instances amongst children under 5 years, and one between 5 and 
10; but from 15 years upwards the deaths recorded in 1888 appear 


tolerably evenly distributed amongst persons of all periods of life, 
the 
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the greatest number of deaths from Bright’s disease at any one 
age period having been that of 6 persons between 50 and 55 years 
of age, 4 of whom were males and 2 were females. 

ORDER 8.—Diseases of the Organs of Generation.—The deaths from causes 
included in this order were not quite so numerous in 1888 as in 
the previous year; the relative numbers were 16 as against 20. 
The proportion to total deaths registered in each year was 0°29 
and 0°39 respectively. Only 1 male death was recorded in this 
order ; all the others were of females and were almost exclusively 
due to uterine or ovarian diseases. 


ORDER 9,.—Diseases of Parturition —A small excess in the number of 
deaths recorded in this order appears in 1888 compared with the 
previous year, the number in the respective years having been 70 
as against 62, and the proportion to total deaths in each year 
having been 1:27 per cent. compared with 1:20 per cent. If the 
number of births registered during the year 1888 be taken into 
consideration, it will be found that one mother lost her life during 
parturition to every 203 children who were born in that year. 
The greatest mortality from this cause appears to take place in 
this Colony at the age period 25 to 30 years. 

ORDER 10.—Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion.—The number of deaths 
from causes included in this order in 1888 was 14 compared with 
16 in the previous year, and the proportion per cent. to total 
deaths was 0°25 and 0°31 respectively. The deaths of males in 
1888 recorded in this order numbered 8, and that of females 6. 
Caries and arthritis caused the greatest number of deaths. 

ORDER 11.—Diseases of the Integumentary System.—The number of deaths 
from causes in this order were almost equal in 1888 and in 1887, 
having been 11 and 10 respectively, and the relative proportion 
to total deaths was 0°20 and 0:19. The deaths of males were 


most numerous—viz., 9 to 2 females. 


Cuass VII.— 

OrpDER 1.— Accident or Negligence.—The mortality from causes included 
in this order in 1888 was almost the same as in 1887, the number 
being 502 in the year first-mentioned, and 510 in the last- 
mentioned year, the proportion per cent. to the total deaths of 
each year being 9°08 and 9°87. The accident which caused the 
largest mortality was drowning, from which 123 persons, consisting 
of 109 males and 14 females, lost theiy lives. Sunstroke 44, horse 
casualities 42, and burns 41, were the causes from which the next 
greatest number of deaths occurred. The respective number of — 
deaths of each sex from sunstroke in 1888 was 85 and 9, and out 
of the 9 females who died from that cause five were children under 
5 years of age. Lightning caused 4 deaths, all males; and the 
same number of deaths, also that of males, occurred from bites 
of venomous reptiles. 


OrpDER 2.—Homicide.—In the year under review 27 deaths—that of 20 
males and 7 females—were recorded from the various causes men- 
tioned in this order, being 4 more than in the next preceding year. 
The centesimal proportion of such deaths to the total deaths of 
the years referred to was 0°49 and 0°45 respectively. In 1888, 
24 persons were murdered, consisting of 18 males and 6 females, 
out of which number 8—namely, 2 males and 6 females—were 
murdered by white people, the others having been killed either 
by the aborigines of the Colony or by persons of coloured races 
resident here. 


Three cases of Manslaughter were recorded—2 males and 1 female. 


ORDER 3.— 
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OrDER 8,.—Swicide.—The deaths recorded from this cause in 1888 were 
1 less than those in 1887, the respective numbers having been 
62 and 638, and the centesimal proportion to total deaths 0°04 and 
0:06. In 1888 the great majority of cases of suicide was amongst 
males, numbering 55, compared with 7 females. 


ORDER 4.—Fxecution.—Only 2 persons were executed in 1888 compared 
with 3 in 1887. 


Deaths by Violence as a class.—The proportion of deaths by violence 
in Queensland in 1888 to every 10,000 of the mean population of 
that year was 15°77, being a very high rate compared with other 
places. Quoting from Mr. Hayter’s “ Victorian Year Book,” 
1887-8, the following was the rate of death by violence in the 
other Colonies per 10,000 persons living in the year 1886 :—

From this it will be seen that the proportion of deaths by accident or violence 
in Queensland in 1856 was greater than in any of the other Australasian Colonies 
except Western Australia, and that the rate in this Colony for 1888 exceeds that of 
1886. 


The proportion of deaths from violence in 1888 to every 1,000 deaths registered 
in that year was 107-25; this is also an extraordinarily high rate compared with that 
in other countries. Mr. Mulhall, in his “Dictionary of Statistics’ (second edition 
1886), gives the rate of deaths by violence per 1,000 in the United Kingdom, being 
a mean of the years 1871-1880, as 32°6. Figures given in the Fiftieth Report 
of the Registrar-General of England on Births, Deaths, and Marriages, show the 
rate in England and Wales in 1887 to have been 34°15, in England 34°3, Scotland 
35°5, and Ireland 21:1. With this in view the Queensland rate appears very 
excessive. 


It is satisfactory to be again in a position to call attention to a further decrease 
in the number and proportion of deaths the causes of which have had to be included 
amongst those designated as 7/-defined or unspecified. 'The number included under 
these designations in 1888 was 87 compared with 115 in the next preceding year. 
The proportion per cent. of deaths so classified in 1888 to the total deaths of the 
year was 1°57 per cent. compared with 2°23 in 1887. 


It will be seen on referring to Table V. that the percentage of deaths included 
under these heads has fallen from 7-94 in 1885 to 1°57 in 1888. This shows the 
increasing care and assiduity with which the Registrars do their duty, and also 
the great assistance the Department receives from medical men throughout the 
Colony in the matter of medical certificates. When the vast area of Queensland is 
taken into consideration, and the scattered nature of the population, such a result, 
from a statistical point of view, must be deemed eminently satisfactory. 


The following table shows the percentage rate of deaths recorded in each 
class and order to total deaths in Queensland during ten years—six years under the 
old system of classification and four years under the new system :—

From this it will 3 observed that the variation between ne percentages of 
deaths included in each class in the years referred to was very slight indeed, the 
greatest difference being in the sixth class, where the rate increased slightly over 1 per 
cent. in 1888. 

PROGRESS OF REGISTRATION. 


The number of entries added to the Registers in 1888 was 23,030. I regret 
that an error occurred in my last Report where the entries were given as 24,507 
instead of 21,593. This error was caused by counting the number of NAMES ADDED 
vo ran Ruorsturs instead of the NUMBER OF ENTRIES, the reference to the marriage 
entries being thereby duplicated. It will be observed that the difference between the 
figures given above is 2,914, the number of marriages registered in 1887. 

The printer has made good progress in bringing up the arrears in connection 
with printing indices of Births, Marriages, and Deaths during last year, all indices 
up to the end of 1886 having been printed and distributed amongst the District 
Registrars for their convenience and that of the public. I trust that in my next 
report I may be able to state that all arrears in this matter have been overcome and 
the work brought up to date. 

The total number of names now on the indices in the General Registry Office 
is 370,291, including those in connection with all registrations extending back to 
1856.

During 1888 the amounts included in the following return were received for 
fees, &c., in connection with Registers of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, and under 
the Registration and Marriage Acts :—

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The returns from which this table has been prepared are furnished to me and 
certified correct by commanders of vessels or by surgeon-superintendents of ships 
which carry immigrants introduced under Government auspices. 


It will be observed that 22 steamers belonging to the British-India Company 
arrived during the year, bringing 8,393 immigrants to Queensland, of whom 4,722 
were males and 3,671 were females, The births on board those vessels only numbered 
16, or 0°19 per cent. of the total immigrants who were landed here. The deaths 
were more numerous—viz., 33 persons—and formed 0°39 per cent. of those who 
arrived. Comparing these results with the return for 1887, it will be found that 
the births formed 0°26 per cent., and the deaths 0°34 per cent., of the immigrants 
who arrived in Queensland in that year. 


During 1888 three sailing vessels, carrying immigrants, arrived in this Colony, 
from which 777 persons were landed. There were 4 births on board these vessels, 
or 0°51 per cent. to the total arrivals by that means. No deaths occurred on board 
these vessels during the voyage. 


The number of sailing vessels called “Short Ships ’’—that is, ships carrying 
full cargoes with a few passengers—that arrived in the Colony during the year 
referred to was 22, and 142 persons were landed from them. No births and only 
1 death occurred on board on the passage. 


Thirty-three vessels arrived with Polynesians, and landed 2,295 persons; 4 
births and 6 deaths occurred on board at sea, the proportion per cent. to those who 
arrived being births 0°17 and deaths 0°26. 


The total arrivals by the various vessels mentioned were 11,607 persons, and 
the percentage of Births and Deaths to the whole number of immigrants was 0°21 
and 0°34 respectively. 


The total deaths exceeded the total births by 16. 


Registry Districts and Registrars. 


Appendix B to this Report contains a return of the various Registry Dis- 
tricts in this Colony, and also the names of the gentlemen who during the year 1888 
held the office of Registrar in each. With very few exceptions, I have every reason 
to be satisfied with the careful manner in which the Registrars performed their 
duties, the information relative to Marriages and Deaths having been especially 
well collected. The attention to details on the part of Registrars was of great 
assistance to the officers engaged in tabulating returns in my Department. The 
statistics are also rendered more accurate and reliable. 


METEOROLOGICAL RETURNS. 


In my report on Vital Statistics for 1887 I stated that a copy of the Meteoro- 
logical Observer’s report for that year would be forwarded when printed to all 
recipients of the Vital Statistics, so that it could be bound up with that publication 
as an appendix. Unfortunately, however, that report is not yet published, the 
Observer having been delayed in finishing it from various causes. I have therefore 
been as yet unable to fulfil my promise, but anticipate having copies of it shortly for 
distribution. 


With respect to the Meteorological Returns of this Colony for 1888, the only 
information available at present in connection with the subject is the Meteorological 
Observer’s monthly reports relative to Brisbane, which are included in my monthly 
reports on Vital Statistics for that district. When the Observer’s annual report for 
the year referred to is published copies will be forwarded as mentioned above. 


I trust that this Report will be approved as a fair reswmé of facts in connec- 
tion with the Vital Statistics of 1888. The multifarious engagements which now 
devolve upon me prevented my devoting the amount of time to its preparation which 

would 
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would have enabled me to enlarge more fully on the results and in a manner which 
the interesting nature of the subject deserves. Had I waited until a more favourable 
opportunity was at my disposal the publication would have been considerably 
delayed, and the statistical information contained in it rendered less useful. To 
avoid this, the whole Report has been prepared at home at night under considerable 
difficulties; notwithstanding which, however, much care has been taken to avoid 
errors of any kind, and all calculations have been carefully checked and re-checked, 
so as to prevent inaccuracies.
